UPRISING AIM 
JF BOLSHEVIK 
OFFICIALS Sk 


Washington, March 16.—That the 
Bolsheviki leaders. have definitely 


“cast their lot with the Germans was 


further proved today by the chilled 
reception given President . Wilson’s 
message to the soviet congress and its 
response inviting an upheaval of Am- 
erican labor. 

The resolution, angling for an up- 
rising of the toilers, is regarded here 
as playing the German. game. at the 
first instigation of Lenine’s German 
paymasters. 

While directed particularly to the 
United States, the soviet resolution 
wag interpreted by some as a blanket 
invitation for an uprising of all the 
workers in all the countrics—Teutonic 
included. 

It will fall on deaf ears, authorities 
say. 

Further, it will probably discour- 
age to a considerable extent any mort 
efforts to sway the Bolsheviki, though 
it will not prevent the U. S. from 
trying to the utmost to aid the Rus- 
sian people ag a whole. 

Lenine’s domination of the soviets 
was seen in the resolution as cabled 
today. That document was senera lly 
regarded as supporting evidence now 
possessed by this government that 
he is trying to stir up Russia against 
the Allies and for Germany. 

While the cold hearing given the 
president’s message was discouraging 
yet authorities thought that its effect 
with the masses of Russia will still do 
good if it can be presented fully to 
them without German propaganda. dis 
tortion. 

Particularly will this oe true if 
Germany, as hinted, is preparing to or 
has actually put forth peace feelers 
at Russia’s expense while abandoning 
some of her claims in the west. 

Suggestions that a feeler had al- 
ready been given England based on 
such a scheme were without official f 
confirmation here, but as pointed out 
recently, military men and diplomats 
have seen the liklihood of such pro- 
posals. . 

The murmurs of the soviet congress 
about the Japanese situation would 
indicate that the Russians are not 
fully informed of American opposition 
to Japanese intervention. — | 

That single suggestion was taken 
here to support thoroughly the Am- 
erican position that Japanese action 
would cement the Russian trend to- 
ward joining hands with Germany. 

As for Japanese action, it was sug- 
gested by persons close to the em- 
bassy today that it would not be tak- 
en in advance of the arrival of Am- 
bassador Ishii. He has not yet ieft 
Tokio but his departure is imminent. 
President Wilson has confidence in 
Ishii and conferences with him may 
help to clarify difficulties consider-

Do not assume that .it will grow. 
You may be fooled when. you plant it 
will be too late. It costs 
much to prepare the land, 
plant and cultivate the crop when the 
stand is 75 percent as when it is 95
